Wallace has questioned 
the FBI several times 
about the attempt on his 
life in Laurel. Md.. on May 
15, 1072. and about the gun- 
nian, Arthur Bremer. He 
was briefed on the investi- 
‘ gation last fall. 

The FBI has said its in- 
quay is completed. Bremer. 
22, is serving a 53-year sen-

penitentiary at Baltimore. 

Wallace. 34, said he be- 
lieves Bremer copied a 
diary that was found among 
lus belongings, relating his 
travels. “Why would a fel- 
low write a dairy, and lie 
never wrote one in his life 
before?” the governor 
asksd. 
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
